Kilrain a Total W reck—Sullivan Will Not 
Accept the Belt. 
New Y ork, July 9th.—A New Orleans 
special says: The Governor of Mississippi 
got out a requisition for Kilrain’s arrest, 
but Jake gave every one the slip and left at 
7:15 this tuorning, and was over the State 
line before he was missed. He will go 
straight through to Baltimore without 
stopping. 
KILRAIN BADLY HURT. 
Kilrain is suilering quite severely this 
morning, but his backers say no bones were 
broken aud that he will be ¡ill right shortly. 
There are various rumors in circulation in 
regard to his condition, reports are flying 
around that he is dying, but there is no 
truth in these, however, although Kilrain is 
rather badly hurt internally. 
TROUBLE AHEAD. 
Governor Lowry, of Mississippi, this 
morning issued a proclamation, in which 
he stated that be will extradite all partici­ 
pants in the fight aud especially Sullivan, 
Kilrain and the seconds. 
Sullivan's fear of arrest will probably in­ 
terfere with the arrangements fur his recep­ 
tion, and the champion is being kept 
secluded. 
It is now reported that Kilrain was seri­ 
ously sick before the fight, his ailment be­ 
ing of a private nature! Mitchell is sup­ 
posed to have known this, but Donovan 
aid not. 
New O rleans, Jnlv 9:h.—Sullivan says 
He will not accept Fox’s belt either for his 
bulldog or for himself, leeling it not neces­ 
sary in establishing the fact that he is the 
champion pugilist. He will remain here 
several days as a guest. 
Joe Coburn thought the fight a most ex­ 
cellent exhibition of the manly art. He 
looks upon Sullivan as a perfect wonder, 
and beyond all peradventure the greatest 
fighter in the world. At first he was sur­ 
prised that Sullivan had not knocked out 
Kilrain much sooner, but this was satis­ 
factorily explained when the injury to the 
champion’s left hand was made known. 
He did not think Sullivan as good a man 
yesterday as he had seen him in other 
years, but he was satisfied he would never 
be asked into the arena again. His train­ 
ing under Muldoon and Cleary was admir­ 
able, its result surpassing all expectations, 
especially as when first put to work he was 
iu a wretched condition. There was then 
nothing of him bat life, and Muldoon, in­ 
stead ot training him at once, nursed him 
as if he was a child. Coburn calculates 
Sullivan's share of the mill will net him 
about $20,009. Said Coburn: ’ Were I to 
have been called upon to fight Sullivan 
when the blanket was taken off and his 
matchless proportions displayed, I would 
have said: ’Sullivan, take the money; I 
don't want it; it belongs to you.’ ” 
Muldoon expressed himself as delighted 
beyond measure with the result of the 
day’s battle, with his big gladiator, with 
himself aud with the balance of the world. 
k ilra in ’s ribs broken. 
New O rleans, July 9th— Sullivan was 
to have left the city this morning early, 
but the plan was abandoned, and at noon 
he was still in the city. 
Kilrain, it is reported this morning, has 
three ribs bioken, and will be unable to 
travel for some time. 
JOHN'S OPINION OF JAKE. 
New O rleans, JuÍ3t 9‘h.—Speaking of 
fights Sullivan said: “Kilrain gave me 
more punishment than any two men that 
ever stood before me. I thought 1 would 
knock him out in two rounds. He takes 
punishment admiraolv. I gave him a 
number of blows which should have 
knocked him out, but did not. I believe 
he can whip any man in the world except 
myself.” 
WILL LEAVE THE RING. 
New O rleans, July 9th.—John L. Sul­ 
livan stated yesterday that he would never 
enter the ring again under any considera­ 
tion. He has done his share of slogging 
during his rather brief career in the fistic 
arena and he wanted no more of it. 
He 
ceitainly did not intend to fight Jackson, 
for the simple reason that he considered it 
entirely too degrading for a white man to 
place himself on an equality with a negro. 
His relerences to Kilrain and his fighting 
qualifications were of a most pleasant char­ 
acter, concluding with the remark that he 
(Sullivan) had received a more effective 
thumping in his contest with Kilrain than 
ever in his life before. Owing to the dislo- 
• cation of a kuuckle on the first finger of 
' the left hand, which occurred in the sev­ 
enth round, he was compelled to make the 
remainder of the light almost single-handed. 
SULLIVAN STILL IN NEW ORLEANS. 
John L. Sullivan, William Muldoon and 
Mike Cleary are still in the city and are at 
their old quarters on Rampart street. 
At about half-past nine o’clock Sulllivan 
was presented with a large wreath of flow­ 
ers representing a horseshoe. Sullivan 
acknowledged the gift iu a very brief 
speech. 
Sullivan returned to his room at about 
9:45 o’clock. He was then somewhat un­ 
der the influence of liquor, and four po­ 
licemen stood at the corner in case he 
committed any over act. Chief of Police 
Hernessa aod John Fitzpatrick, who was 
referee in the fight, visited him. but Fitz­ 
patrick only remained a few moments.

M uldoon Gives Hi* O pinion of th e Two 
G reat F ighters. 
N ew Orleans. June 9ih.—William Mul­ 
doon, the wrestler, who trained Sullivan 
for the fight, had this to Bay to an Associ­ 
ated Press reporter to-day,'when asked his 
opinion of the fight: 
“ Mv impression is that it was the great­ 
est fight that ever took place between 
heavy weights. The fighting was fast and 
furious all through, and I don’t think the 
man was ever born who could have 
whipped Sullivan yesterday. He did not 
know at the end of the fight he had fonght 
over half an hour. He was as strong as 
when the fight commenced, and could have 
f night two hours longer if necessary. He 
refrained from fast and neediess fighting by 
my advice, as I did not want him to meet 
with any accidents. 
‘ I consider Kilrain the greatest heavy­ 
weight fighter outside of Sullivan. He is" a 
game and determined fellow, and I think 
if he had fought according to his own 
judgment, instead of taking the cowardly 
and tricky advica of the men who were be­ 
hind him, he would not have been hissed 
by the people present, and the American 
public would have had more to admire in 
him to-day than at any time since he came 
into prominence. I don’t think he was in 
condition for a hard fight in this climate. 
He was trained too fine, and soon became 
very weak. I allowed my man seven 
pounds to lose in the fight, and after the 
battle was over he was just six and a quar­ 
ter pounds lighter than when he entered 
the ring. He was not a bit tired, was 
cheerful and in no way injured. My ad­ 
vice to him is to live the balance of his life 
slow and easy, and never again enter the 
ting as a principal. 
"He is now restored to perfect health, 


and may yet live long and enjoy good 
health if he will only take care of himself. 
If he fails to do that he has no one to blame 
buthimseif. I have always been anxious 
to prove to the public that he is a natural 
born fighter, and could fight a long and 
scientific battle tf necessary, providing he 
was properly handled and put into con­ 
dition. Now that I have done that I am 
through forever with all ring fights. 
“I never again want to see a man knocked 
about and punished as Kilrain was yester­ 
day. I think boxing a grand exercise, and 
will do all I can to encourage it, but I 
think riDg fighting too brutal and I want 
to see no more of it. 


ROUGH ON K ILR A IN . 


T he 
Southern A thletic 
Club 
Goes 
B ack on H im . 
N ew O rleans. Ju ly 9th.—The pugilists 
and their friends, who created such a great 
furore here for the past week or two, have 
all left the city, and the populace are 
gradually quieting, and aflairs assuming 
their norma! condition. 
Kilrain, who was believed to have re­ 
ceived such terrible punishment about the 
body, appeared this morning to be as fresh 
as a daisy. After his return from the 
battlefield he was conveyed to the Southern 
Athletic Club rooms and given a bath, 
after which he returned to his room. He 
vomited a greenish substance, some of 
which has been kept for analvsis, in order 
to determine whether he had been dosed 
(as he intimated) or not. 
Every convenience and accommodation 
was accorded him. Rumors that Kilrain 
had been suffering from a disease had been 
freely circulated, and in order to satisfy 
himself whether this was true or not the 
janitor watched Kilrain 
He was evidently suffering great phys­ 
ical pain and appeared to walk with diffi­ 
culty. The janitor was finally convinced 
that not only were the reports true, but 
that Kilrain had recently had a surgical 
operation performed. 
Dr. Dougherty, of Philadelphia, had been 
attending him and Kilrain bad been taking 
medicine since his arrival here ; in fact, on 
the day of his arrival he was seen to lake 
medicine from a via!, but this at the time 
was supposed to be some preparation 
which was intended to assist him in getting 
into condition for the fight. 
Dr. Dougherty staresto soureof ihemem- 
bers of the club that he had been treating 
KUraia for a "boil” from which he had 
been suffering for some time. These facts 
only botante known in the club to-day, and 
the consequence was there was a reversion 
of opinion in regard to Kilrain and Sulli­ 
van.Some of the members remarked when he 
had gone that they wished tney had nctin- 
vited him. Professor Donovan stated he 
did not know anything of this prior to the 
fight, otherwise he would have nothing to 
do with it, and he would r.ot have allowed 
Jake Kilrain to enter the ring. 
Since the fact has become known, Kil­ 
rain’s sluggish movements while walking, 
his disinclination to strip and his aversion 
to take exercise, as well as Mitchell’s care 
that he should not take any, and Kilrain’s 
troubled looks, his rather cadaverous face— 
in lact his hundred strange actions, words 
and looks—are all attributed to this. 
Professor Robinson, in charge of the 
pupils of the Southern Athletic Club who 
witnssed the fight,stated openly on the train 
while returning, that the fight was a colos- 
sat fake from beginning to end, and that 
Sullivan and Kilrain were both parties to 
it. This explains Sullivan’s magnanimity 
towards Kilrain when he had him at his 
mercy several times during the fight, when 
he could easily have knocked hint out. 
He professes to knotv all about sparring 
and has seen a number of prize fights, and 
is competent to judge. 
His as ertions are m ale openly to the 
members of the club aud have evoked no 
little comment. Some allege that he is 
mistaken, for too many heavy blows were 
struck aud the principals received too 
much punishment. 
Kilrain arose this morning to dress and 
lake a bath in the swimming baths, but 
was not permitted todo so. At an early 
hour the guests of the club gathered to­ 
gether their wadrobe and commenced pack­ 
ing up, and at 7:15 o'clock Kilrain, Mitchell, 
Murpny. Pony Moore and Dr. Dougherty 
left in carriages for the Texas Pacific depot 
and boarding the train left for the North, 
via Texas, in order to avoid going back 
through Mississippi, where it was feared 
an arrest would be made. 
Mr. Stevenson, Kilrain’s backer, left the 
oity yesterday afternoon via the Queen and 
Crescent line for his home. Kilrain was 
not suffering the least inconvenience from 
the body blows he had received, and he 
wa3 sounded by Dr. Dougherty,who tapped 
him in the ribs end chest with His fingers 
without causing Kilrain much pain. 
Marsh Redon of this city has deposited 
$100 to make u fight between the St. Joe 
Kid and Fallon of Brooklyn, for from 
$1,000 to $2 500 a side, the fight to take 
place in November within 200 miles of 
New Orleans, William E Harding to be the 
stakeholder anil to appoint a referee. 
MITCHELL A FRAUD. 
N ew Orleans, July 9th.—Mitchell is at­ 
tempting to excuse himself for Kilrain’s 
defeat. In doing so he arcuses himself of 
fraud on the public and Kilrain’s backers. 
Mitchell now says that Kilrain was not 
fit to fight. He was suffering from an ab- 
cess in the groin and lately had to undergo 
three surgical operations. 
Kilrain and Mitchell did not even inform 
Frank ¡Stevenson, whom Fox specially se­ 
lected to represent him and manage Kil­ 
rain until th“ last night of the surgical op­ 
eration. In fact no one knew the secret 
except Jobnn\* Mu'phy. Charley Mitchpll 
said they would not allow Kilrain to in­ 
form anybody.

N ew O rleans July 9;h.— Tbe States

Some reports have reached here that a 
cyclone caused a disaster, while more ser­ 
ious character is given to the story by in­ 
definite, and, as yet unconfirmed "rumors, 
that there has been considerable loss of 
life. 
B rave Farm er's YYife. 
O lathe (Kans.), Julv 9th.—Early this 
morning two burglars, John Chambers and 
John Chesser, entered the house of Ed 
Hyatt, a former living ten miles north of 
here, through a window. 
The noise 
aroused Mr. Hyatt, anddraw irga revolver 
he fired three shots. Chesser lied through 
the window, but Chambers sprang to the 
bed and attempted to wrest the revolver 
from Hyatt's hand. Finally Mrs. Hyatt 
felled the burglar to the floor with a heavy 
walking stick. The three shots firel by 
Hyatt had taken effect in the body of the 
prostrate burglar and he died this evening. 
His companion was arrested. 
A ('loud Ilui\st. 
Schenectady (N. Y.), July 9th—A cloud 
burst washed away tne Central Railroad 
track between Aikens and Tribes Hill sta­ 
tions, about five miles west of Amsterdam, 
this afternoon, causing another delay to ail 
the trains. It seems impossible to get any 
particulars here this evening as how bad 
the break or how long it will take to repair 
it. Some of the trains hurrying to make 
up lost time narrowly escaped the cloud 
burst, but all did escape. One house was 
partially washed away, hut no lives lost. 
Triplo Hanging;. 
New \ ork, July 9;h.—Judge Cowing 
this morning sentenced three murderers to 
be hanged the same day, August 22d, in 
this city. Two killed their mistresses and 
one cut his wife's throat with a razor be­ 
cause she refused him money to buy 
whisky. All tried to escape the gallows 
through the legal loophole in the enact­ 
ment of the electrical execution law,which 
is supposed to have abolished hanging iu 
this State. All three will hang on the same 
gallows. Significant Resolutions. 
C h a r l e s t o n (S. C.), July 9th.—The Min­ 
isterial Union to-day took part in discus­ 
sion of the McDow acquittal. The adop­ 
tion of several resolutions followed. The 
most striking was: "We invoke the pulpit 
of the State to unite in putting down the 
deeds of violence which have so often dis­ 
graced us and provoked the rebuke of those 
who honor the commands : ’Thou shalt not 
kill,’and ’Thou shalt not commit adul­ 
tery.’ ” 
Triple Tragedy. 
P ittsburg, July 9th.—This citv was tbe 
scene of a triple tragedy at 2 o!clock this 
afternoon, Richard Lewis, a plasterer, 
fatally shooting Mrs. Elmira Moseby and 
her sister, Kmeline Myers, and then com­ 
mitting suicide. The cause is shrouded in 
mystery. The parties are colored. Mrs. 
Moseby was a widow, and Lewis boarded 
with her. New York Fruit Sales. 
Nsw Y o b k , July 9th.—The California 
Fruit Union agents auctioned one carload 
of fruit to-day at the following prices: 
Four hundred boxes Bartlett pears at $3 20 
to $3 15, sixty boxes purple Duane plums 
at $2 40. 
The demand coutinues very 
good, and larger supplies would have done 
equally well. Another sale will take place 
to-morrow. 
Systematic Robbery. 
C a n t o n (Ohio). July 9th.—Six officials of 
the Cleveland, Canton and Southern Rail­ 
road were arrested here last night by a 
Cleveland detective, charged with system­ 
atically robbiug the company. They have 
confessed their guilt. The officials here are 
reticent about the matter, but it is known 
the amount lost is quite large. The rob­ 
bery has been going on for years. 
Track W ashed Away. 
S a r a to g a (N . Y.), July 9th.—The tele­ 
phone people at Amsterdam state that a 
wash-out at Aiken. N. Y., three miles west 
of there, has torn up 400 feet of the track, 
and cut off communication with the West. 
W nether the wash-out was caused by a 
cloud-burst at Aiken, or by the breaking of 
a dam at Johnstown, N. Y., as rumored, 
cannot be ascertained. 
A ssisting B urke. 
Chicago, Jnlv 9th.—There is some evi­ 
dence going to show that funds have been 
carried from here by an ex member of the 
police force to Winnipeg, for the purpose of 
a dtng Burke and resisting the extradition 
proceedings.

Lyme declared that 
he had never been in Waterford. I Laugh­ 
ter. 1Mayne, M. P , also gave testimony. He 
said he believed in boycotting and would 
carry it to tbe extent of refusing to sell a 
man the necessaries of life. Il he wanted 
such necessities he must conform to the 
views of his neighbors aud not endeavor to 
frustrate their efforts. 
John O'Connor, anchor M. P., testified. 
He denounced crime, which he regarded as 
the t nemy of the League. He .ad no'sv m- 
pathy with the Moonlighters, e.nd had’ no 
reason to shield them! He dtclined to 
answer a question rs to whether he met 
John Devuy and others in Ireland in l>79. 
Presiding Justice Hannon said: “These 
excusos are not tenable in a court of ins 
tice. A man hinds himself with an illegal 
oath and then thinks he is not bound to 
give evidence in court. We do not propose 
to take measures which are within our 
power, but it must influence our judgment 
to find that we are obstructed at every 
poi nt.” 
_ i lie witness still refused to answer, per­ 
sisting it would not be honorable to di­ 
vulge interviews which he had in connec­ 
tion with Fenianism. 


FIG H TIN G DERVISHES. 
R e-en torce incuts A re to be Sent F orw ard 
From M alta. 
London, July 9th,— Uneasiness is felt be­ 
cause of the absence of news from Wady 
Haifa regarding Colonel Wadehouse and 
his troops. Tne las-t report from him said 
that he was following the superior forces 
ol the Dervishes. The Government is con­ 
sidering the advisability of sending re-en­ 
forcements from Malta.* 
Cairo, July 9th.—Advices were received 
to-day that Colonel Wadehouse's cavalry 
occupied the camp of the enemy, and 
found it deserted by all except several men, 
women and children, dying from thirst and 
exhaustion. The enemy surprised and 
killed a picket belonging to the Ninth Bat­ 
talion. No re-enforcemen:s had passed 
Wady Haifa. 
Other advices say a force under Colonel 
Wadehouse arrived at Atiendan last night. 
The D ervishes occupied a position on the 
opposite bank. A sharp engagement en­ 
sued. The Dervishes were after water and 
managed to procure a supply, though many 
of their number succumbed bv the fierce 
artillery and ritle fire kept up by the Egypt­ 
ians. There were also several casualties 
among the Egyptians. 


FR EN C H CA BLE LINES. 
C om bination F orm ed W ith tbe M acknv— 
Ik iiiie tt Com pany. 
H alifax (N. S.). July 19th.—The man­ 
agement and operation of the French 
cables from Sydney to St. Pierre, and 
thence to France, have been taken over by 
the Mackav-Bennett Company. George 
C. Ward, the Mackav-Bennett New York 
manager, is now in Nova Scotia superin­ 
tending the amalgamation. The French 
company’s land lines from Lonisburg, 
where the cable is landed, to Sydney, have 
been dismantled, and the cable steamer 
Ponyer Quertiet has landed a new cable 
from tbe main land at Lonisburg to Fox 
Island, at Canso. The Mackay-Bennett 
and French companies have entered into 
an amalgamation which will be a rival to 
the cable pool. They have, it is said, 
formed a connection with the Canadian 
Pacific telegraph system, and iu a few 
weeks the Canadian Pacific laud lines will 
have completed a connection with the 
cables at Canso. In order to have another 
independent connection with the United 
States, a new cable is to be immediately 
laid between Cans > and Boston. 


QUEER TASTE. 
A no th er Strange A lliance — A F ren ch 
T itle 55 taltlatl to A m erican Coin. 
P aris. July 9th.—Mary Gwendolen Cald­ 
well,who founded the Washington Univers­ 
ity, is engaged to Prroce Murat. Miss Mary 
Gwendolen Caldwell is the lady who gave 
$300,000 to erect at Washington tbe Cath­ 
olic University of America. She is the 
daughter of the late Shakespeare Caldwell 
of Virginia, and a neice of John C. Breck- 
enridge. Shakespeare Caldwell left his two 
daughters a fortune estimated at between 
$.1,000,000 and $4,000,000, chiefly inherited 
•rom his father, James H. Caldwell, an 
actor of reputation, who retired from the 
stage in 1843, and was President of the 
New Orleans Gas Company. 


E ditorial Convention. 
Tía Juana (Mex ), July 9th.—The Edi­ 
torial Convention, after holding a business 
meeting at the Coronado Hotel this morn­ 
ing, after admitting a large list of new 
members, started out on »n excursion 
around the bay to National Citv, where 
they changed cars and came to this place, 
where they have half an hour on Mexican 
soil.

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THE INTERSTATE LAW. 


T he Chicago Herald is of the opinion 
th at no one can demonstrate that the in­ 


terstate commerce law has accomplished 
any good for the country as yet, or can 
succesfully maintain that it is lik ely to do 


so.

W hat the law has accomplished is 


the depreciation of the earnings of rail­ 
roads and the transfer of a large part of 
the transcontinental business of transporta­ 
tion to the 
British tioti-tax paying and 
enormously subsidized 
railw ay on our 
northern border. 
T he Herald thinks that 
the law should go farther or not so far; 
that it should place the American rail­ 


roads com pletely under Governmental con­ 
trol, or allow their managers to run them 
as their interests dictate. 
T he absurdity 
of Governm ent operation of the roads has 
been conceded generally, while on the 
other hand compliance w ith the laws of 
trade, commerce and the operation of com- 
jieiitive influences are the surest guides to 
success, and the very best guarantees that 
the interests of the people and of the own­ 
ers of the roads alike w ill be conserved.

Trade.

trivial curiosity, but of earnest and 
thoughtful inquiry. 
But to keep the car 
rolling, and the exhibition in worthy rep­ 
resentative condition, the State Board 
must have assistance. 
There must be 
given to it financial aid by its affiliated 
lsxiies, and especially lilieral and varied 
must be the contributions to the exhibi­ 
tion. 
That must he freshened throughout, 
and so far as is passible enlarged and beau­ 
tified. 
The intention is to have the cars 


reach M ilwaukee in August, on the occa­ 
sion of the Grand Army Encampment. To 
the end 
that a replenished fine showing 
may lie made there and from that time for­ 


ward, contributions for the car should 
reach the State Board by the first day of 
August. 
IA;t every one capable of adding 
to the exhibition consider this appeal per­ 
sonal, and there will then beeertainty that 
the refreshed exhibit of our products will 
do honor to the State, and as much good 
in the months to come as in the months of 
its usefulness past. 
There is not needed a 
large quantity from each contributor, but 
there is needed variety of contribution 
and choice quality. 
N othing should be 
sent to the Board for the exhibit that is 
not selected judiciously, and as a repre­ 
sentative, fairly and honestly so, of the ca­ 
pacity of our soil and clim ate. 
W e trust 
that the appeal of the State Board will 
meet with a hearty and prompt response. 
If it sh >uld not, it w ill amount to a ver­ 
dict against an exhibition that is com­ 
mended universally at the East, and that 
has done more, jKwsibly, to advertise the 
State than all 
previous efforts, for the 
simple reason that we have fortified asser- 
with proof, and have taken the exhibition 
to the very doom o f the people.

cisco, 
rather r . J . bum van, has the 
courage to denounce the pugilistic craze 
from the pulpit in terms em inently fitting. 
H e takes up the subject without gloves 
aud treats it as one affecting social order 


and common morality. 
H e does not e x ­ 
am ine it from a religious standpoint, but 
makes a strong and trenchant assault upon 
the adulation of pugilists, because of the 
dem oralizing result that must inevitably 
be visited upon society by such worship of 
false heroes. 
H e points out that a great 
danger is its effect upon the youth of the 
day, since the slogging m auia has no other 
than a brutalizing result. 
It inevitably 
leads to cruelty, to liaidening of the sensi­ 
bilities, to a partial paralysis of the merci­ 
ful impulse, and instead of stim ulating 
the m anly instincts vitalizes the animal. 
T he lads of the street seem to have no 
loftier ambition than to be able to give 
and receive punishment in fistic encounters 
at all convenient tim es and places, and 
their models are not men of peace and 
sober industry, but the heroes of the prize- 
ring, the men who consort with the classes 
that are found chielly in the dens of in­ 
famy. 
The Priest points out that the 
pugilistic craze has invaded circles in so­ 
ciety that lay claim to respectability and 
refinement, and that hold up their hands 
in horror at the mere suggestion of asso­ 
ciation with the classes that make the 
slogging matches possible. 
H e scores a 
strong point in recalling the fact that we 
berate the Spanish lor their sports of the 
hull-ring, which in their worst phases are 
neither so brutalizing, unpardonable nor 
cruel as those of the slogging pit. 
There 
was some excuse in the olden times, as the 
Priest well says, for the encouragement of 
personal contests of the slogging order, 
since the result of war largely depended 
upon the personal strength of the combat­ 
ants, and battles were frequently decided 
by individual contests. 
But in this day. 
when men are not equal, nor nearly equal 
in strength, and when arms give to the 
weak a dangerous and deadly means of de­ 
fense against the strong, the culture of 
pugilism Ls not only unwarranted by the 
seem ing of excuse, but it really tends to 
make the resort to deadly weapons more 
frequent on the part of the unskilled, 
against the aggressions of those who pre­ 
sume upon their superiority in the so- 
called “m anly art.” 
W h ile he does not 
express him self upon the subject, we as­ 


sume that this pulpit orator does not con­ 
demn those athletic exercises 
nor that 
training which fits the man hv reason of 
acquired sk ill to withstand the assaults of 
the strong. 
It is the abuse of boxing that 
rouses his indignation ; the craze or mania 
that insists upon men fighting for the 
amusement o f others, as did the slaves of 
the Roman am phitheater,where they were 
com pelled to contest w ith wild lieasts, and 
w ith one another to the death, for the 
entertainm ent of the benches, where hard­ 
ness of heart and unmercifulness dw elt in 
the persons of the masters, victors in war, 
and the patricians whom wealth and power 


had made insensible of the value of human 
life. 
‘ 


Som e one has been endeavoring to “fix” 
matters w ith regard to the mutinous mem­ 
bers of the N ational Guard in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
It is proposed that the m en be “let 
off ” with a sm all fine. 
T his is the propo­ 
sition that was made to the officers of the 
First Infantry R egim ent 
before the men 
m utinied— that they may be permitted to 
violate the la — and be punished only by 
infliction of a nom inal fine. 
That would 
indeed he a fine outcome, a farcical ending 
of a grave and serious matter. 
If the 
Court-martial now in session accepts any 
such proposition, or so acts as to justify be­ 
lief that it is a party to it, it w ill disgrace 
its cloth and dishonor the service. 
The 
tim e to settle this whole business and for 
all tim e, is now. 
If the men are found 
guilty, let them at least be dismissed from 
the service. 
There are plenty of other 
musicians ready to take their places and 
enjoy the benefits assured them. 
If it is 
fouud that the bands complained against 
were guilty, to retain them w ill he to ap­ 


prove their course, and to say to members 
of the N ational Guard for all the future, 
rebellion against 
constituted authority 
shall not result in your dishonorable dis­ 
missal. 
It it is true, as the San Francisco 
A lta alleges, that the mutineers declare 


that an arrangement has been effected by 
w hich the musicians w ill be retained and 
only nom inally punished, then the N a­ 
tional ( luard w ill be so disgraced that its 
disbandment w ill be advisable.

Before the reading of the m inutes it was 
stated that an excursion of journalists 
would arrive on this coast from various 
points in the East by special train on the 
25th inst., dud it was desired to know what 
steps would De taken relative to their 
entertainm ent. 
Representatives 
of the 
various counties stated that they would 
look after the welfare of the traveling 
guests. 
The programme as set forth w ill be as 
follows : 
Rem ain in San Francisco during 
the 26th ; leave San Francisco for Monterey 
on the 27th ; leave Santa Cruz fcr San Jose 
(via narrow gauge) the 29!h. stopping at 
Big T rees; remain at San Jose balance of 
d a y ; arrive in Oakland, via Niles, early on 
the morning of the 30th ; remain in San 
Francisco the 30th ; leave San Francisco on 
the 31st at 8 a . m . for St. H elena ; re’tirn to 
V allejo Junction and go thence to Fresno, 
reaching the latter point about m id n igh t; 
leave Fresno at 9 a . m . August 1st; stop at 
Merced : arrive at Sacramento at 3 p. m ; ar­ 
rive at Redding, via Davis, any tim eduring 
ths n ig h t; leave Redding at 7 a . m. August 
2d, for daylight run to Ashland. 
On m otion of Mr. Estee. a com mittee of 
seven was appointed, consisting of Messrs. 
Estee, Lendrum, Sm ith, Blum , Byington, 
Adell and Morrissey, to forward varieties 
of fruit and wines to the com ing excursion­ 
ists. 
Mayor Byington of Sauta Rosa intro­ 
duced the follow ing resolution, which was 
adopted : 
W h ereas, The great success attained by the 
California Stale Board of Trade as an organiza­ 
tion for dissem inating correct aud reliable in­ 
form ation regarding the resources of California 
is m easurably due to the press ot the ¡state; 
therefore, be it 
Resolved, T hat the California State Board of 
Trade, at its annual m eeting held this yth day 
of July, beg leave to place upon record its obli­ 
gations to the press for its loyal support and 
assistance iu the great work of advt rtisiug Cali­ 
fornia’s resources. 


MANAGER BROWN'S REPORT. 
The report of General Manager Brown 
was read, and is as follow s : 
To the President and Members o f the Ex­ 
ecutive Committee, California Slate Hoard of 
Trade—G e n tle m e n : 
I herewith subm it 
the report o f the yearly workings of the 
California State Board of Trade, ending 
July 1, 1889, and take pleasure in subm it­ 
ting for your consideration a review of such 
work. 
It has been our aim to keep up the 
exhibit at these rooms to their usual stand­ 
ard of excellence, and in this, I think, from 
the m any opinions expressed by strangers 
and tourists from Eastern States, who have 
viewed the collection and made to wonder 
of its variety and extent, we have suc­ 
ceeded. 
Another m ost grattifying 
feature has 
been the recent affiliation of the southern 
counties of the State, thus rounding out 
the representation of counties from North­ 
ern, Central and Southern California, and 
m aking equal facilities for doing good 
work for every section of the State, an ob­ 
ject long sought and finally successfully 
accomplished. 
Our m eans "for collecting 
information and data in regard to the Siate 
have become more extended and our oppor­ 
tunities for dissem inating such information 
throughout the East where it will do the 
most good have increased wonderfully. 
W e have seen fit to take advantage of 
these opportunities, and now have the grat­ 
ifying result o f more extended and in ­ 
creased facilities. 
Our standing as an im ­ 
portant factor for the State’s benefitand our 
position as a recognized organization has 
been attained through 
persevering and 
well-directed intentions, and lor this result 
too m uch credit and thanks cannot be 
given to your patrons, the merchants and 
business men of San Francisco, who have 
so generously and williDgly aided us, finan­ 
cially, to gain our present position. 
Our two m ost important features of the 
year's work have been, first, the exhibit at 
Columbus, Ohio, during the reunion of the 
Grand Arm y of the Republic, and second, 
the inauguration of the exhibit now na­ 
tionally known as *• California on W heels.” 
The exhibition at Columbus, Ohio, before 
thousands of Eastern people, through the 
well-directed efforts and ante management 
of your com m itteem an, W. H. Mills, was a 
gratifying success and an object lesson ap­ 
preciated beyond onr most Hopeful expec­ 
tations. and the full and exhaustive report 
upon the benefits o f that exhibition made 
by Mr. M ills was a source of congratula­ 
tion to the Board and mutual benefit tor 
the furtherance of the Board's object. The 
second feature, containing the varied pro­ 
ducts o f the State “ on WHeels,” was som e­ 
what of a novel undertaking, and as a 
novelty we expected it to please at least for 
a tim e, but our hopes for its snccess were 
not fully a-sured until praise from the far 
East commenced to pour in npon us, and 
as tim e wore on this praise and flattering 
notice was augmented until now it has be­ 
come the thing of the hour wherever it 
stops, and is viewed by thousands, and the 
editorial com m ents upon its beauties and 
wonders in all the most important news­ 
papers throughout the East are reatl by 
m illions of people. 
The venture has been 
a most tlattering success, and the praise it 
has reieivel has been all the more ac­ 
ceptable because com ing from our Eastern 
neighbors, and freed from all the evils sur- 
roundtng self-praise. 
Our thanks are due, 
and are most heartily extended, to the 
management of the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road Company, for their generous and free 
transportation of “ California on W heels.” 
In no sm all measure is the success of that 
novel exhibition due to their generous ef­ 
forts. 
. 
Money could not have bought the edi­ 
torial praise and generous notices this ex­ 
hibition has brought to California products, 
and we have yet to record an unfavorable 
criticism throughout iis travels. 
It is safe 
to say that for years to come California 
will reap nothing but benefits from this so 
successful 
journey through the United 
States of “ California on W heels.’’ 
The work of the 8tate Board has been 
highly gratifying through the w hole year, 
aud more so on account of its peculiar 
work and object. 
It is o f that class of 
work where there is no direct or im m ediate 
snccess or accomplishment of its object, 
therefore there are tim es when discourag­ 
ing circumstances muy arise, and its sup­ 
porters must not become discouraged, for 
only through well-directed endeavors and 
conscientious work can its object be at­ 
tained, and that object to make ihe Eastern 
man, the Eastern thousands, believe tbat 
California is all we say sbe is—a place 
wherein to live with the least trouble and 
the most er joym ent. 
In conclusion, I take pleasure in con­ 
gratulating the Executive Committee upon 
ihe successful outcom e of the year's W o rk .

In connection with the excursions. W. 
H. Mills stated that it w is a prominent 
gathering of the Eastern journalists, and a 
royal welcome should be extended to them. 
THE TRAVELING SHOW. 
The report of the Committee on Publica­ 
tion and Advertising was read, and recom­ 
mended mat the traveling exhibit o f the 
State for 1889-90 be looked after, and that 
instead of one car, two or three should be 
utilized for the pum tse. 
T. H. Goodman, General Passenger Agent 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad Company, 
in reply to the report, said tbat " California 
on W heels ” had made a very extended 
tour, and had come within the lim it of 
expense tbat the company had expected. 
He stated that since the car left a new 
floor, steps aud front platform c f the rolling 
exhibit had to be replaced, on account of 
the constant travel of Ihe ' tenderfeet ” of 
tfie East. 
Mr. Goodman said it was pro­ 
posed. and he believ«d the railroad author­ 
ities were w illing, to have the our now in 


use returned, and in its place two cars, now 
lying idle in Sacramento, made to take the 
place of the present one. 
The advisability 
of using two cars would result in the e x ­ 
hibit going into Eastern cities where the 
present car could not go now, owing to its 
size, being wider by two inches than the 
tracks that was desired to run them on. 
The speaker said the railroad com pany had 
given m any advantages in connection with 
the traveling exhibit and had borne a great 
deal of the expense, and he thought that 
his company could consistently ask the 
Board to pay the running expenses of the 
new “ California on W heels.” 


THE WINE INTEREST. 
W. H . M ills said that the w ine industry 
of the State was fast declining—that is, the 
remuneration was very sm all to the grow­ 
ers, especially when so m uch was invested 
in the enterprise. H e believed that this in­ 
dustry should have special attention paid 
to it. 
W here one car was now used for the 
exhibit of fruit and wines, the two cars 
could be utilized to better advantage by 
m aking one of the cars a special feature of 
the viticultural interests of the State and 
the other devoted to the fruit interests. 
The Viticultural Commission should be 
urged to pay a pro rata in connection with 
developing its resources. 
T his is the most 
effective advertising the State has ever 
entered into, and it is profitable aud wide- 
spreading, and should be continued by all 
means. 
On m otion of M. M. Estee, the Secretary 
was instructed to com m unicate with the 
Viticultural Commission and learn what 
action they w ill take in connection with 
m aking an exhibit of the wine industry of 
the State. 
Mr. Goodman 
stated that he would 
shortly take a trip East, and he desired to 
know if the Board would not take definite 
action in the matter so be could proceed 
with the work, as he did not know how 
long he would remain East. 
Mr. A lsip said it was the sense of the 
meeting that the advice of Mr. Goodman 
be com plied with, and a com mittee of three 
was appointed as a Committee of Confer­ 
ence with the railroad people. 
The Chair 
appointed as such com m ittee Messrs. B y­ 
ington, M ills aud Estee. 


CALAVERAS IN LINK. 
On the 2d inst. the Calaveras Countv 
Board of Trade met in the County Court­ 
house, at San Andreas, and effected a per­ 
m anent organization. 
The m eeting was 
attended by well-know n and influential 
citizens from nearly all parts of the county. 
Everyone present felt in earnest and en­ 
thusiastic over the m any advantages to 
arise from such an organization. 
The 
m eeting w r s characterized throughout with 
a spirit of determination and energy that 
spoke louder than words what the future 
success of the Board w ill be. 
A constitu­ 
tion and by-laws were adopted, and a Board 
consisting of fifty directors elected until the 
next annual meeting. 
J. M. Lemon was elected as a delegate to 
represent the County Board of Calaveras in 
the State Board. 
The Board o f Supervis­ 
ors of the county, upon being appealed to 
in support of the propositions voted $200 
down and $25 a m onth for one year for its 
support, and four of the five members of 
the Supervisors subscribed their nam es as 
active members to the enterprise.

The devices resorted to by the im pecuni­ 
ous class to raise the wind are as numerous 
as is the grand arm y of the dead broke.

The chap with the note from the 
downtown husband to his uptown wife, 
directing her to deliver his dress suit to the 
“ bearer.’’ has had his day, and got off with 
a goodly num ber of swallow tails. The 
widow collecting for a charitable society; 
the comm itteem an soliciting for the “suf­ 
ferers, 
the uniformed messenger with a 
packageon which charges are to be collected; 
the fellow who wants to saw wood for a 
meal and disappears with the saw; the 
blind m an who sees, the deaf who hear, 
the lam e who run, all these and a 
hundred more have had their day, and the 
average Sacramentan is proof against them 
and their devices. 
But the m other of invention is prolific, 
and she every now and then gives us a son 
who is just a little sm arter than any of his 
brethren.

“ Tbey have no means to assist strangers, 
madam ; hut. if you can’t help me, good- 
day. 1 will try elsewhere. Surely, in a 
Christian land, a crippled man will not be 
allowed to starve.” 
That was the straw that broke the cam­ 
el’s back. The son of the lady whisper- 
ingly protested that the man was an im ­ 
postor. but the m other's heart appealed 
too strongly to her hum ane instincts to 
perm it her to entertain such a suggestion. 
The scant purse came forth, and the spare 
change was poured into the palm of the 
suppliant, and with m any a blessing on the 
good woman s head the rascal departed.

Reward fur u M urderer. 
Governor W aterman has offered a reward 
of $250 tor the arrest and conviction of 
Charles Reavis, who shot and killed Deputy 
Sheriff W ren, of Tulare county, on the 
5th instant. The shooting, it will be re­ 
membered. occurred at Visalia, and Kravis 
effected an escape im m ediately after the 
deed and has not since been heard of. 


The shooting of the Chinam an Suey 
Kay Monday evening on T hird and I 
streets, by two highbinders, has created 
considerable excitement among the differ­ 
ent companies in Chinatown, and scores of 
heathens continue to visit the police sta­ 
tion in the hope of getting a glance of the 
victim, who lies dying on a cot in the R e­ 
ceiving Hospital. 
However, every one of them has the 
same answer to the querrv as to who shot 
him . The reply is always, “ No sabe.” 
Last evening a dozen or more Chinamen 
came up from the Bay, and proceeding to 
Chin Ah Fee’s house in Chinatown, it is 
supposed they held a consultation for the 
purpose of investigating the matter, the 
victim being one of their clansmen. 
It is thought that if these men find out 
the person who did the shooting they will 
spare no pains to bring him to justice, but 
when their presence becomes known to the 
shooter the latter will be very likely to 
m ake him self scarce. 
W ith this in view, the wounded man 
begged the officers to arrest the Chinam an 
who did the shooting, if possible, before 
he should become aware of the presence of 
the San Francisco men. 
It is a foregone 
conclusion that all possible efforts would be 
made to hide the would-be m urderer by^iis 
friends. The police, however, are alm ost 
positive that they know the man, and if 
he is anyw here iu Sacramento the chances 
are that his hiding-place will be discov­ 
ered. 
Suey Kay, the wounded m an, is in a 
very precarious condition, and, from the 
City Physician’s statem ent, it is only a 
question of a short tim e before death will 
claim him . However, he says he feels bet­ 
ter, and thinks he will live. Chief Lee 
tried to get an anei-mortem statem ent from 
him , but the heathen insisted that he 
would tell all about the affair after he got 
well. He partook of a little nourishm ent 
last evening—that is, a little coffee—and 
afterwards slept for a while. 
Dr. Nichols 
says he will have to cut open tbe stomach 
of the wounded m an to-day and m ake an 
exam ination, and the Chinam an seems to 
think this will be a good idea. 
About m idnight last night he was resting 
easily, with no apparent signs of pain. 


STATE MINERAL CABINET. 


Im provem ents C om pleted—How the Cases 
H ave B een Enlarged. 
W hen the Board of Trustees of the State 
Mineral Cabinet, ot which Mayor Gregory 
is President, took charge of the property 
and removed it to the A rt Gallery, the 
Board was dissatisfied with the form ot the 
cabinet cases. They are upright instead of 
flat cases. In all museums nowadays flat 
cases are preferred. They do not obstruct 
the light, and enable the contents to be 
better examined. The State cases, while 
costly, neavy and ornam ental, are not by 
any means the best style. They are, in 
fact, m iniature glass houses, with shelving 
sloping two ways from a common center, 
and all m ounted on chests of drawers. So 
far as the lower and middle shelves are 
concerned they answer well enough, but 
articles upon the upper and central, or 
apex shelves, are not seen to advantage. 
The Trustees found that there was not 
room enough to display all the specimens 
upon the shelves, that the locks were poor 
affairs and insecure, and the scores of 
drawers were w ithout locks. The best ar­ 
rangem ent possible was made, however, and 
this took several m onths of patient labor. 
The last Legislature was appealed to and a 
sm all grant of money was made to the 
Trustees to put locks upon the doom and 
to cover the drawers with glass, so as to 
prevent the handling of specimens. W hen 
the work of doing this was entered upon it 
occurred to the Trustees that instead of 
covering all the drawers with glass, which 
would still necessitate drawing them out to 
examine specimens, the upper tiers might 
better be pulled out, secured and glassed 
over, and thus converted into fiat cases, so 
m ucn desired. It whs accordingly resolved 
to pursue that plan, and Secretary Dr. Geo. 
Pyburn was appointed to carry out the new 
plan. 
This he has done and reported 
all tbe bills have been filed with the State 
Board of Exam iners and approved, and his 
report at the Ju n e meeting of the Trustees 
was adopted, and he is now, as leisure per­ 
mits, preparing some of the finer exhibits 
for display according to the new plans. 
Yale locks have been fitted to all tbe doors, 
with keys for each independent ot all the 
others. Each key is numbered, and these 
are locked up iu a place to which only the 
Trustees have access. A num ber of lower 
drawers have been closed with glass, and 
will be used for storage receptacles. Tbe 
upper tiers have on two full lines of cases 
on the exterior sides been drawn out, se­ 
cured in place, fitted with frames, glazed 
and mounted with molding, and secured 
by tum bler locks. They have been so 
joined that they make two lines of fiat 
cases, in all about thirty feet in length, and 
will accommodate about 600 specimens 
each in a paper box labelled and numbered 
to the catalogue. 
W hen all are in position 
new catalogue will be prepared and 
printed. 
The im provement greatly en­ 
hances the value ot the cabinet and decid­ 
edly augments the interest of exam ining 
it. The cabinet is opened to tbe public 
free at all times when the A rt Gallery is 
open. 
Very few people in this city are 
fully aware of the great beauty and high 
value of the collection ; but visitors from 
abroad and,scientists who examine are de­ 
lighted with it, and the Trustees are not a 
little besought, to m ake exchanges from 
the cabinet duplicatts, but this, under the 
law as it stands, they are not able to do. 
I’ossibly a future Legislature may conter 
tbe power to perm it the cabinet to be en­ 
hanced in value by exchanging duplicates 
with the custodians of Eastern and Euro­ 
pean m ineral cabinets.

T h e C o n su l a t J a p a n M a k es S o m e G ood 
P o in ts in H is R e p o rt. 
W a sh in g t o n, July 9th.—Consul Jeningen 
at Osaka, Japan, in his report to the State 
Department under date ot February 27th 
last, has the following about Japanese coal: 
“ In May last a firm in San Francisco 
commenced to import coal{{from Osaka, 
Hiogo. and the trade indicates an increase. 
Up to January last it had imported about 
14,000 tons, and from reports received here 
the Japanese coal gives satisfaction. It is 
principally bituminous, but there are one 
or two mines claimed to contain anthracite 
coal, and the matter is receiving the atten­ 
tion of experts. 
The coal is bought from the natives at 
so much per ton, to which must be added 
the cost of transportation to the open ports 
where the foreigner can load it on their 
ships. 
It ¡3 an industry that is growing and 
promises to figure largely in the fist of 
Japanese exports. 
While Japanese coal 
may not be as good as Australian or Ameri­ 
can coal, yet as Japan is nearer to the Pa­ 
cific slope than Australia, the difference in 
price 
and freight will 
possibly offset 
the quality, and cause the inhabitants of the 
slope when purchasing coal from foreign 
countries to look to Japan for future sup­ 
plies. 
The output of coal in Japan at present 
amounts to 1,500,000 tons per annum. 
There is no export duty on coal.” 
He then makes the following pertinent 
suggestion : 
In one of my reports I directed atten­ 
tion to the number and names of the dif­ 
ferent steamship lines that stopped at this 
port for freight. Nearly every nationality 
In 
commercial 
importance 
except the 
United States sends its Hug here, and much 
ot the freight that formerly went to Yoko­ 
hama and was reshipped theie for San 
Francisco by the American line is now 
carried to Vancouver by the Canadian Pa­ 
cific steamers flying the British flag. This 
line connects with the Canadian Pacific 
railroad, which has its terminal point at 
Vancouver, and both the railway and 
steamship lines are heavily subsidized by 
the British Government. 
In the freightage of tea alone there were 
4,000,000 pounds lost 
last year to the 
steamers that carry freight to San Fran­ 
cisco, to be transported to the different 
parts ot the United States over American 
railways. This loss was a gain to the Pa­ 
cific and Canadian steamers and to the Ca­ 
nadian railroad. 
There can be no better proof of the great 
energy cf the American companies when 
they float, unaided, the American flag in 
the face of the influence and wealth of the 
British Government. I would submit again 
the advisab ility of the American company 
a r ra n g in g to have its steamers stop at 
this port. Another observation in conuee- 
nection with the agency which, while not 
of a commercial character in itself, will 
prove instrumental in advancing Ameri­ 
can interests in the East will not be out of 
place in this report. At all important 
treaty ports in the East, where there are 
British residents and merchants, there are 
one or more newspapers edited by one of 
that nationality, und whatever cau advance 
there its interest is sute to appear in print. 
This is proper and legitimate, and I believe 
is one of the most powerful agencies in be­ 
half of commercial supremacy. 
American inerchauts are not inferior to 
the merchants ot any nation in intelli­ 
gence, industry and moral standing, and if 
the manufacturers and merchants of the 
United States would establish at Yoko­ 
hama, Japan, and at Shanghai, China, a 
vigorous and intellectual press, and sus­ 
tain it. the cost would be less than the 
sums that they spend on traveling agents 
and for circulars, and far more effectual in 
bringing to the attention of the Asiatic 
buyers the advantages of their machinery, 
goods and prices. 
There is not a newspaper or commercial 
journal published anywhere in the East 
under the direction of American influence.

C o sta R ic a W illin g ly G ra n te d E v e ry th in g 
N e c e ssa ry to It* S u ccess. 
W ashington, July 9th.—Senor Zelidon, 
the Costa Rican Minister to this country, 
makes the following denial of the reported 
troubles between this country andNlcarau- 
gua and the Nicaraguan Maritime Canal 
Company: 
“It is absolutely untrue,” says Senor 
Zelidon, “that CoBta Rica was ever opposed 
or is opposed at present, in any way, to the 
enterprise of the canal through the Central 
American isthmus. On the contrary,0osta 
Rica nearly a year ago willingly granted to 
the canal company a concession of all the 
land and waters of her territory necessary 
for the work. The contract has been faith­ 
fully fulfilled by both parties and there has 
never before arisen, nor does there now ex­ 
ist unv fear of difficulty between them. 
There is a perfect understanding between 
Costa Rica and the company. The latter 
is satisfied with the way in which it has 
settled matters with Costa Rica, and that 
Republic is satisfied with the terms of the 
contract. There is no foundation what­ 
ever for the statement that the temporary 
Administration of Senor Don Ascención 
Etquivel has ever pretended or pretends 
now to vary one iota from the terms of the 
contract entered into with the canal com­ 
pany by the previous Administration. 
There are two conclusive reasons for this. 
The cou'ract is a perfect law, approved by 
the Executive and ratified by the Congress 
of the Republic long before the coming to 
power of Senor Don Esquivel. He, him ­ 
self, was at the head ot the Ministry in 
Costa Rica when the contract was signed, 
and it was by his vote aud consent that the 
required approval was obtained. That is 
the first reason. The second is that the 
contract was framed originally at Wash­ 
ington hy the Costa Rican Legation, which 
was fully nnd liberally provided with in­ 
structions 
-nn Don Esquivel, then the 
Minister f .r Foreign Affairs. It may be 
said, therel jre, tLui the contract referred to 
is the work of Don Esquivel, and it is ab­ 
surd to think, even for a moment, that he 
would ever reject it, especially now. when 
it has become a law of the Republic.” 


R E S IG N A T IO N A C C E P T E D . 


G e n e ra l J o s e p h E . J o h n s to n No L o n g e r a 
R a ilro a d C o m m issio n er. 
W a s h in g to n , July 9th.—It looks very 
much as if Senator Spooner of Wisconsin 
had made another hit in the office-seeking 
line and found a place for his fellow-towns- 
man and political tutor, Horace D. Taylor. 
Ever since the inauguration Spooner has 
been looking for some office for Taylor, and 
has had the active backing of Senator 
Sawyer and Secretary Rusk, but until his 
return from Europe he was unsuccessful. 
When he got back to Washington he went 
to the President and explained how im ­ 
portant it was to the party in Wisconsin, 
and to himself personally, to have Taylor 
taken care of. He asked that a vacancy 
be made in the office of Commissioner of 
Railroads and filled by his friend. This 
office, ever since it was created three or 
four years ago, has been held by General 
Joseph E Johnston, the real hero and 
military leader of the Confederacy and 
General Sherman’s opponent in his march 
to the sea. Commissioner Johnston, like 
all other prominent officials of the old Ad­ 
ministration, sent a forma! letter of resigna­ 
tion to President Harrison on March 4 t h . 
But he was extremely anxious to retain the 
office and he got all his friends to use their 
influence to prevent its acceptance. Among 
others who interested themselves in his be­ 
half was General W . T. Sherman, who 
came to Washington, dined at the White 
House and made a special request of the 
President to retain General Johnston in of­ 
fice. General Sherman said this was all 
that he would ask of the Administration, 
and he begged very hard. While the Presi­ 
dent did not make any promise General 
Sherman came away with the impression 
that Johnston would not be disturbed; and 
he will be a good deal surprised when he 
learns that his resignation was accepted by 
the President. 


G O ES IN H IS S H IR T SL E EV ES.

A P u b lis h e d C a u stic C ritic ism L ed to th e 
H o m ic id e . 
B e n ic ia , July 9th.—J. Page Wingfield 
has just died from the effects of the wound 
he received yesterday at the hands of City 
Trustee Crooks. The shooting was an out­ 
come of a long article published in last 
Saturday’s issue of the New Era, over the 
signatures of J. E. Crooks and James 
Clyne. 
It is dated June 28th, and is ad­ 
dressed to Bishop Wingfield. 
It reflected upon the manner in which 
the diplomas of their sons, who graduated at 
the last session of the institution, had been 
prepared. The article attracted a good deal 
of attention here and was read and dis­ 
cussed by the entire community. 
It recited that the Graduating Class of 
the college for the year 1889 consisted of 
Joseph F. Clyne and John C. Crooks; that 
their studies, conduct, etc.. were satisfactory 
to the Bishop and the Faculty, as openly 
attested by them; that the boys were noti­ 
fied to prepare their graduating exercises; 
that on Commencement Day, in delivering 
the diplomas, the Bishop highly com­ 
mended the two boys, and congratulated 
them on being “in possession of the tools 
to tight the battle of life,” and expressed his 
pleasure in delivering to them the diploma 
of the college. 
But when the diplomas 
were received it is declared that they were 
mutilated and fairly contradicted what the 
Bishop had publicly stated. 
The diplomas 
were returned with a demand for an ex­ 
planation, but no satisfactory answer was 
received. 
Young Wingfield, who died from bis 
wounds, was brought into the controversy 
and charged with tearing up the salutatory 
and valedictory written by young Crook3 
and Clyne and having substituted them by 
others, which praised the college and con­ 
tained in substance much that was distaste- 
iul to the chosen orators, but which they 
were forced to accept. 
The affair is greatly deplored here, and 
has caused intense excitement among the 
friends of the parties, both of whom occupy 
prominent positions in the community. * 
J. Page Wingfield was the son of Rev. J. 
H. D. Wingfield, D. D„ LL D., aud Bishop 
of the Northern California Episcopal Dio­ 
cese. Deceased was a native of Portsmouth, 
Va., having been born in the year 18(13, be­ 
ing 26years of age. 
He was a pupil of St. 
Augustine’s College for many years, leav­ 
ing here for the South about ten years ago 
and completing his education at the Uni­ 
versity of the South, at Sewar.ee, Tenn. 
For the past five years he has filled a posi­ 
tion as an instructor and drill-master at 
the college. 
J. E. Crooks is still at Fairfield. Last 
evening, however, he was released on $10,­ 
000 bonds. 
Wingfield, previous to his death, said 
that he wished Crooks no harm and freely 
forgave him.
